For the first time in about five 
years, recently, I met my college 
room-mate. He is a professor at 
a large Eastern university and, in 
my estimation, one cf the most ad- 
mirable men I have ever met. He 
is Jewish, 

In correspondence some time 
ago, he wondered about my inter- 
est in Jewish affairs and Jew'sh 
problems. I tried to answer him 
as best I could, which was feeble 
enough, since J] don’t know myself. 
And as [ look through his eyes, at 
the undergraduate I used to be, I 
wonder myself about my intense 
interest in Jewish affairs. 

But at- the reunion referrea 19 
above, my rocm-mate asked ie 
why Jews wouldn't be better off if 
they forgot their religion altageth- 
er and became as one with the 
rest of the population. To answer 
that the rest of the population 
would not permit us to forget our 
Jewishness, and to point out the 
situation in Germany, Where even 
back to the third generation Jew- 
ish blood means a Jew, did not 
answer his question. In fact, I 
doubt if there is a satisfactory an- 
swer, 

Of course ] could say 
great Jewish heritage and tradition 
must be perpetuated. But after all 
that is a weak argument. We are 
not in this world to suffer a his- 
torical burden, we moderns be 
lieve, and it is little consolation to 
a German Jew suffering all the 
tortures of the wrack to be told 
that he is the means of pringing 
the world to a realization of social 
justice or eternal peace, 

Maybe you readers can furnish a 
more logical answer.

For the greater portion of that period, Christians 
have constituted the majority group in every occi- 
dental nation, Beause I am a member of a mI- 
nority religion and race, I speak humbly, as in- 
deed I must. Yet to Christian leaders at this holy 
Christmas, I beg leave to address a few sincere 
and heartfelt queries. 

Why is it that throughout the western world 
today there is not a greater official Christian pro- 
test against the rising tide of anti-Semitism which 
marches with dreadful insistence throughout 
every nation? Can it be that Christian leaders 
are perfectly willing to see the Jewish people 
made to suffer for their stubborn adherence to 
a religious ideal which in most respects partakes 
of the same sources as does Christianity? Is it 
perhaps a subtle hope that persecution will dim 
the ardor of Jewish loyalty. If the latter is the 
case, it is indeed a forlorn hope, Persecution has 


ever intensified rather than retarded devotion of 
the Jew to his religion and race. 

I am quite conscious of and deeply grateful for 
the occasional 


voices of protest against anti- 


Semitism which are raised by some Christian 


leaders. But these voices, alas, are few in num- 
ber compared wtih those who are silent or who 
actively abet the cause of anti-Jewish hatreds. 
The sad fact is that in many lands, the Jew: 
baiters parade unchallenged as official spokesmen 
of Christianity. In Roumania, in Poland and 
In Germany, Christian

Austria, this is the case. 
voices were 
Jews who had deserted their faith, The sadastic 
persecutions of German Jewry by the Nazis were 
practically unchallenged by the German Christian 
clergy. In 


vain have we waited for the most 


powerful voice in Christendom to admonish the 
priests and bishops of Austria and Poland who 
have openly allied themselves with or even. led 
the anti-Jewish propaganda. And here in America, 
for every clergyman who has rebuked antl- 
Semitism, there have been gq thousand who are 
silent, th 

I state all this not in bitterness but as an 
earnest appeal, The intelligent person must see 
that the very forces which are amti-Semitic are 
really also anti-Christian. Look at Nazi Germany 
if you want your clearest proof, 

For Christianity to temporize with these forces 
is merely to furnish them the strength which 
some day in the not distant future will be turned 
against Christianity itself. From a long range 
point of view Fascism or Nazism is every bit as 
much a menace to the survival of Christianity as 
is Communism. The latter may be a bit more 
direct and pointed in its destructive antagonism. 
The Fascist frequently uses a concealed knife in. 
stead of a blatant bludgeon, Yet the knife when 
it strikes is just as deadly. 

The cause of Judaism today is also the cause 
of Christianity, The Christmas season is a good 
time to begin to realize this.
